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Class History. 


In the fall of September 1943, a bunch of excited youngsters entered the high school department of Mary Potter 
School. At that time we were as green as any freshmen class might be, but we still had brain enough to be active 
in our high school activities: both curricular and extra-curricular. 

In the beginning we set our goal and we really strived to reach it. The way, though sometimes rugged, seemed 
to be almost smooth at times. 

We participated in the intra-mural and ‘varsity basketball games, glee club and choral club, also we gave success- 
ful plays and chapel programs before the faculty and student body. 

As freshmen, we had wonderful dreams of being (gay) sophomores. When school closed, our tears were many 
because we didn’t like the idea of being separated for three long drawn out months. However, we did have other 
such years to which we could look forward. 

The following fall we were delayed in entering because of the epidemic, polio, that was spreading over North 
Carolina. Finally, we returned to Mary Potter on the 18th of September and again assembled together, only this 
time we were those happy “Sophomores.” 

Sadness entered our class during this time, although we didn’t realize it. Just a few of our class members 
were called away to the service of their country; unfortunately, one was called beyond the battlefield to the grave. 
This brought us to life that we were growing up. 

Everyone was looking forward to the Oratorical Contest and wondering who would make the speech that would 
rock the Judges in their seats. Hortense Williams was successful in doing this. 

During this year, two members from our class were selected to be added to the Mary Potter Trio; also, several 
members of our class were stars on the basketball teams. 

Now, we were nearing our goal, looking forward to being those “Honorable Juniors.” We watched our prede- 
cessors as they moved around the campus; we saw several of their mistakes and said to ourselves that we would 
profit by them. 

As we approached our Junior year we looked around to see that we had left a number of our iaeerntes on the 
wayside; but others had come to fill in the empty holes. : 

At last, we were those Honorable Juniors, struggling this time with Chemistry and Geometry, but we didn’t 
really mind the work because now we had a new thought in the back of our heads: The Junior-Senior Prom. 

Finally we found ourselves at the Prom, which naturally, we thought to be Mary Potter’s best. Everyone 
seemed happy and all said that they had an enjoyable time. 

School closed again, and we discovered that our goal was slipping up on us. 

So on September 2, 1946, the same bunch of excited youngsters again assembled in a same Mary Potter School 
to be greeted as “The Seniors of ’47.” 

Now we were the “Dignified Seniors” that we had set our goal to be. Ruggedly, we still struggled through the 
first semester, looking forward to a day that we often called the “Priest Day.” 

We chose the following persons as officers of the Senior Class: President—Joyce Venable, Vice-President—Louise 
Cutchin, Secretary—Creola Greene, Assistant Secretary—Gertrude Harper, Treasurer—Cora Saunders, Reporter 
—Robert Cowan. 

On the 28th day of March we surprisedly received our class rings; that day was known throughout the class as 
“R” Day (MEANING RING DAY). 

Members of our class portrayed their dramatic ability in several plays. The girls were successful in bringing the 
cup for basketball back to the senior class. We are now up to date. 

We have reached our first goal; now we must set a second, and then a third. We must and will go beyond high 
school. Many of us will go to college, many of us will get married, and still others will go out in the world and 
find work. But no matter which of these three we choose; we know, as a class, that we are building the ladder by 
which we will rise. We have journeyed from green freshmen to dignified seniors; those years may be considered as 
mere hills, but as we peer into the future, we see some things much higher, much larger—they must be mountains.

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Agriculture Activities 


The New Farmers of America is a National Organization of Negro Farm Boys studying Vocational Agriculture 
in Public Schools throughout the United States, organized in Virginia in May 1927 with a few chapters and mem- 
bers. It has expanded now to approximately 1000 Chapters and over 25,000 active members. 

This Organization affords its members an excellent opportunity to develop a type of leadership which is very 
essential for the modern successful farmer. This leadership ability is developed through judging, public speaking, 
chapter contests and farm training received through the work of the Chapter Committees under the supervision of 
the local adviser. 


Recreational activities are also included in the organization, such as quartet singing, horseshoe pitching, dart 
throwing, checker playing and stunts. The N. F. A. activities develop boys into capable rural leaders and are 
designed to supplement training opportunities for boys who are progressing toward the goal of establishment in a 
farming program. 


The Mary Potter Chapter is affiliated with the North Carolina State Association and the National Organization. 
The activities of the Chapter and the Agricultural Department during the past year are as follows: 
Purchased eleven Pure bred registered pigs; 
Placed three Registered Guernsey bull calves among the Veterans in Agricultural Training; 
Purchased 10,000 baby chicks; ; 
Canned 16,000 Cans of Meats, Vegetables and fruits; 
Made a Contribution of $115.00 to the Oxford Colored Orphanage; 
Purchased and placed among Agricultural Trainees 22 bushels of Hybrid Corn for planting this season; 
The Agricultural Department secured a $497.00 Natico Sound Projector, a $45.00 screen and a 35mm Slide Pro- 
jector. 
Through the veterans program we also secured a standard steel file at a total cost of $66.50. 
Other outstanding accomplishments are the improvement made in the agricultural department—that of building 
and equipping an office for our Adviser; 
The conducting of a Veterans’ class in farm training which has a membership of 54—by virtue of the large enroll- 
ment the personnel in our department have increased to two fulltime assistants; 
The N. F. A. Quartet won first place in the annual group contest held at Wise, N. C. This group includes nine 
other high schools.

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The Core of the School Community Health Service Course 


The School-Community Health Service Course of Mary Potter School has now been functioning for three years. 


It has proved to be a great help to the various laboratories of life as well as the students who take this course 
themselves. 


This course attempts to show the students the numerous vital factors affecting Healthful Living through especially 
planned service activity in such laboratories of life as: the home, school, playground, health department, hospital 
and in the community. This course helps to give a who'esome desire and respect for physical fitness and emotional 
maturity. It helps promote the significance of parenthood, its responsibilities and privileges that involve lifetime 
preparation, choice of mate, knowledge of marriage, homemaking and child development. 

This course also attempts to establish pleasant working conditions or relations between the school-community agen- 
cies and offer service each can render the other. It introduces and gives an opportunity to observe various occupa- 
tions related to health and it tries to develop an understanding of great health and human welfare problems of the 
community. Everyone can very well see from my reasons previously stated that a aan course of this type is both 
beneficial and helpful. 

When we visit the Hospital, we are given the opportunity to see and help in rendering aid to the sick. We are 
given the definite instructions as to just how a patient is taken care of during the entire day according to the 
particular illness that he has. 

When we go to the Recreational Center we aid in the teaching of games or any other activities that will help 
in the promotion of good health. 

We visit the Granville County Health Department where we are given lectures in “Health.” Here we learn 
about the more dangerous diseases and how they can be prevented. The important factors concerning Veneral 
Diseases, Communicable Diseases, Tuberculosis, Cancer and many more are learned. 

We visit the Elementary School where we assist the teachers in doing anything that will have the tendency to 
promote good healthy living conditions. 

The places previously stated are. attended once a week by groups of three and six. 

Through this course a group of Young Ladies were stimulated under the leadership of Mrs. M. B. Jones to 
take a home nursing course. Because of this stimulation, twelve students who had put in 32 hours of this work 
were awarded Red Cross Home Nursing Certificates and a clinical thermometer each for their fine co-operation 
and sacrifice of time. We are very proud and happy to say that these twelve students were members of the first 
class of this kind for Negroes in Granville County to receive certificates. We hope that since this course has 
been started here in our school that more students will be able to take it next year. 

The members of the Community Health Service Course have helped in the carrying out of various health activi- 
ties on our campus: the health inspection of the students here in our school; we have given Health Programs in 
Chapel putting definite stress on Health, and promoted better recreational facilities on our campus. Recently, 
since the purchase of our movie projector by the school, the Health Club has launched a series of “Health Movies” 
being shown for the definite benefit of the students in that we are trying to better promote the Healthy Living 
Conditions of all the students.
